Greek emigrants of Asia Minor 
selected Olyva, Herodotus records, 
because “it is free from malaria 
and its air is pure and transparent 
as crystal.“ From a thriving, pros- 
perous port for the rich goods of) 
the East, it became in the course of 
centuries a pauper colony, existing 
solely on the revenue from occa- 
sional traders. Originally the popu- 
lation of the city worshiped the 
Greek gods, in whose honor they 
erected temples. Today the city is

PARIS, July 19.—The church is 
not a ballroom. The French cler- 
gy has decided that women need 
te be reminded of this, and the 
Archbishop of Clermont is taking 
the lead in a campaign against the 
present tendencies of fashion. He 
has warned the women in his dio- 
cese that immodestyu and inde- 
cency in will not be tolerated 
in church? At the same time he 
issues instructions to vicars and 
curates in all his parishes to ex- 
clude women improperly dressed 
from the churches and refuse to 
administer holy communion to 
them. 

The Archbishop's ciroular reads 
in part: “More and more pro- 
nounced is the indecency of fash- 
ion, suppressing sleeves and exag- 
gerating decollete; and the imper- 
tinence of certain women coming 
to church in a garb unworthy of 
Christians, and even daring to ap- 
proach the table of holy com- 
munion, compels us to publish the 
following warning: 

“The sacraments must be denied 
to women and girls presenting 
themselves in indecent dress: that 
is to say, low-necked blouse or 
sleeves not reaching below the el- 
bow. Vicars, having refused com- 
munion to such persons, shall take 
the earliest opportunity to admin- 
ister a paternal remonstrance.“

Mrs. Theresa Sostman, Still

Mrs. Theresa Sostman, still bear- 
ing the marks of a horse-whipping 
inflicted two nights before by her 
husband, shot and killed the hus- 
band, George Sostman, in front of 
her mother’s home, 1326 South 
Seventh street, at 9:15 last night. 

She used the husband’s revolver, 
which he had left with her mother, 
Mrs. Louisa Zimmer, when he bor- 
rowed $10 from her a few weeks 


ago. 

Mrs. Sostman, 39 years old, was 
eight years older than her hus- 
band. They had been married 
nine years. The police had known 


frequently of his cruelties, and had 
arrested Sostman on the complaint 
of the wife, who had accepted his 
promises of better behavior and 
dropped the case. 

Neighbors Saw Whipping. 

Until last Thursday, they were 
living at 823 Hickory street. On 
that day, he whipped her with a 
horsewhip, on the. sidewalk at 
Seventh and Rutger streets. Resi- 
dents of the neighborhood saw the 
whipping. 

She fled to her mother’s home, 
and Sostman went.to the home of 
his sister, at 1018 South Fourth 
street. Last evening the husband, 
who had been drinking, went to 
Mrs. Zimmer’s home, and de- 
manded to see his wife. She was 
not in, and the mother said so. In 
reply, she said, Sostman threatened 
to kick the door down. He also 
talked, the mother said, about 
“getting” his wife. 

Mrs. Sostman entered the house 
by a rear door at 9 o’clock, and be- 
fore going out to meet her hus- 
band, she picked up the revolver 
belonging to him. 

Wife Tells of Shooting. 

Sostman was at the curb and the 
wife said afterward that he started 
toward her in threatening fashion. 

“You are going to get me this 
time, are you?” the wife says she 
said. She says he.made a threat- 
ening motion, and that she then 
fired three shots, one of which en- 
tered Sostman’s left chest, killing 
him. He was not armed at the 
time. 

She ran away, but returned to 
the house soon after policemen 
appeared, and gave herself up. She 
exhibited bruises on her back. 
Policemen of the district recall 
previous instances when she was 
beaten and whipped, and how some 
of her teeth were knocked out. She 
showed the police her recent 
bruises. 

The wife will be held by the 
police pending the Coroner's in- 
quest. 

Sostman a Former Soldier. 

Sostman was a laborer, and his 
wife has been employed in „ 
trunk factory. He served overseas 
fh the war, and returning in im- 
paired health, was recelving com- 
pensation from the Government 
until two years ago. The compen- 
sation was withdrawn, his wife 
says, because Government officers 
learned that he was spending the 
money for drink. 

Mrs. Sostman’s brother-in-law, 
Mrs. Zimmer, was shot in the leg 
recently by a neighbor, following 
a protracted quarrel. The neigh- 
bor was fined later in police court.

RIGHTS OF TREATY 
SIGNATORIES UPHELD 


British, French and U. S. 
Delegates Jubilant Over 
Progress Toward Adop- 
tion of Dawes Plan.

LONDON, July 19.—The Com- 


mittee on Sanctions of the Inter- 


allied Conference agreed unani- 
mously today on two important 
principleg to govern the action of 
the allies in the event of possible 
-default by Germany under the 
Dawes reparation plan, namely, to 
insure investors in the loan to Ger- 
many a priority on all German re- 
sources in event of such default, 
and to preserve the rights of the 
countries signatory to the Ver- 
sailles treaty. 

With thig agreement, in the opin- 
fon of the American, British and 
French delegates, a long step has 
been taken toward the success of 
the conference, upon which such 
high hopes have been raisod for 
the economic restoration of Eu- 
rope. 

France Hails the Decision. 

At the opening of the conference 
Wednesday it was generally recog- 
nized that the proposed loan to 
Germany was the crux of the 
Dawes plan, and after only four 
days’ deliberations it was possible 
for the committee to agree that in 
any contingency, including default 
and resultant sanctions, the hold- 
ers of the loan should have priority 
claim to the assets af Germany. 
With this coupled an agreement 
that the protocol to make the con- 
ference action effective shall re- 
serve all the rights enjoyed at pres- 
ent by those countries which signed 
the treaty of Versailles. 

France hails the latter decision 
as a distinct victory for her and 
takes it to mean that she still has 
the right to separate action should 
Germany default. Premier Herriot 
announced his satisfaction with the 
great progress which has been 
made and his adherents construed 
this as calculated to silence any 
charge by his opponents that the 
Premier bartered away the rights 
of France under the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 

The American and British dele- 
gates share in the French enthu- 
siasm over the fact that the unan- 


timeous agreement has carried the 


work of the conference so far for- 
ward, although they do not share 
all the inference France is ready to 
draw from today’s understanding. 
Young Indorses Kuarantees. 
Owen D. Young, the American 
expert, who is credited with the in- 
spiration of the loan guarantee, al- 
though it actually was proposed to 
the committee by Count de Peretti 
de la Rocca of Italy, told the As- 
sociated Press tonight that, in his 
opinion, it offered ssf'cient safe-

Building and Tracks to Cost 
$10,000,000 Being Con- 
structed Two Miles East 
of East St. Louis. 


Work is under way in the con- 
struction of a new freight and en- 
gine terminal for the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad, to have an aldmate 
cost of nearly $10,000,000, 
miles east of East St. Louis. 

This was the first railroad to 
enter East St. Louis, having been 
built there before the Civil War. 
Increased busin is the reason 
for the new yards. The road is a 
large handler of grain and first- 
class merchandise between the 
Southwest and Baltimore, Md., 
through the St. Louis gateway. 

Announcement of the plans was 
made yesterday by C. W. Galloway 
of Baltimore, vice president of the 
road in charge of operations, 
through President Henry Miller of 
the Terminal Raliroad here. The 
Terminal is the link connecting the 
B. & O. with the Southwest, tracks 
of the latter ending in East St. 
Louis. 

The site, about 220 acres, is some 
distance south of the concrete Na- 
tional Highway and about two 
miles east of the present terminal 
at Summit avenue, East St. Louis. 
It was purchased for about $173,- 
000 from Anna M. J. Cole, Amant 
Roustio, the Merrill estate, South- 
ern Illinois Trust Co., trustees; 
James A. Watts and Mees & Webb. 

Titimate Cost About $9,973,000. 

About $90,000 is being spent on 
track work now. The total initial 
investment now authorized is $260,- 
000. A portion of the plant repre- 
sented by about one-fourth of the 
ultimated investment is needed im- 
mediately, and it is hoped to have 
this portion completed within two 
years. The ultimate cost will be

Harry H. Tammen, Dead in 
Denver at 67, Took Suc- 
cessful Show “Makeup” 
Into Journalism.

DENVER, Colo., July 19.—Har- 


cry H. Tammen, editor and part 
owner of the Denver Post and 


widely known circus man, died here 
early today after an illness of about 
four months. He was 67 years old. 
Three weeks ago he went to Johns 
Hopkins Hospital. Baltmore, Md., 
where he underwent an operation. 
He returned to Denver Monday in 
the private car of J. Ogden Arm- 
our, millionaire meat packer, a 
close personal friend. His physi- 
cian said he had had a quiet night 


and that his death was unexpected. | 
The foundation of Tammen’s for- 


tune, said to be about $6,000,000 in- 
dependent of his newspaper prop- 
erty. was laid in the circus busi- 
nes. He also was a former part 
owner of the Kansas City Post. For 
some years he and Fred G. Bonfils, 
formerly of Lincoln County, Mis- 
souri, his partner in both his news- 
paper ventures, owned and operat- 
ed the Sells-Floto circus, eventually 
one of the largest enterprises 
showing beneath the big white tops. 
Adopted Some Barnum Tactics. 

The Tammen-Bonfils partnership 
‘ntered the circus business about 
the time Phineas Taylor Barnum 
was leaving it, at his death. They 
were young and energetic, and both 
were what is known to thé world of 
Rotaria and Kiwania as “live 
wires.” They adopted some of the 
Barnum tactics in advertising their 
one-ring show and originated oth- 
ers of even more “~mbouyant spec- 
tacularity. In this exploitation of the 
big show Harry Tammen took a 
leading part. The circus achieved 
a notable financial success, and in 
time in some respects i out-Bar- 
numed Phineas T. 

About 29 years ago Tammen and 
Bonfils came to Denver and bought 
the old Denver Post, then the 
smallest daily in this city. They di- 
vided their efforts, for some years, 
between the circus and the news- 
paper, building up both. The news- 
paper grew faster than the circus. 
Competitors alleged that this was 
due to the fact that the new own- 
ers had introduced the most ad- 
vanced and sensational circus 
methods into the business of daily 
journalism. 


Partners On the Lot.“ 


Whatever the cause, the news- 
paper grew and grew, until it be- 
came in physical proportion the 
largest newspaper in the Rocky 
Mounfain district and its circula- 
tion exceeded that of any other 
dally in this vast region. 

Tammen himself attributed the 
‘apid growth of the 


fact that he and Bonfils were on 


the lot” constantly. It is eaid that 
nobody can recall a time when 
both Tammen and Bonfils were 
absent from Denver simultaneous- 
ly. When one was away, the other 
was on the job. The Post became 
unique amongst American newspa- 
ders because it carried no conven- 
tional editorial page. For many 
years most of the editorials, when 
there were any, were printed on 
the first page. in large type several 
columns wide. The theory of 
Harry Tamnien, as editor, was that 
an editorial utterance was indicat- 
ed only when some unusual occa- 
sion seemed to call for such notice. 
Consequently, many of the edito- 
rials were of the smashing sort, 
the writer using highly vivid lan- 
guage and the printer employing 
a sensational typographical style. 

The Post Extremely “Yellow.” 

It was remarked some time ago 
by a visiting journalist, who looked 
over a few editions of the Post, 
that the Tammen-Bonfils daily 
made the Hearst newspapers look 
fike The Christian Science Monitor. 
This applied, explained the newspa- 
per man mentioned, not only to the 
editorial itterances and display but 
likewise to the general typograph- 
ical makeup and to the news con- 
ten. The Post acquired the repu- 
tation of being extraordinarily 
“vellow,” and it was the practice 
of rival editors to allude to it as 
“the Tammen - Bonfils circus 
poster.” 

Tammen and his partner invad- 
ed the Kansas City newspaper 
field about 20 years ago, becoming 
owners of the Post, which they 
published until it was pu 
three years ago by Walter 8. 
Dickey. Harry Tammen devoted 
much t his personal attention to 
the Kansas City Post, though he 
continued to reside in Denver. He 
made trips to Kansas City about 
once a month to keep in touch 
there. Methods similar to those 
which had made the Denver Post 

were tried out in Kansas 
City, but witnout the success at- 
tending the other paper. 
The career of the Kansas City Post 
proved that “circus methods,” 
which made a very valuable news-

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CHILD “PROTECTIONS 
At a conference of the Association of Child Pro 
tection Officers at Toronto, Supt. K. C. McLeod of 
Edmonton advocates the chloroforming of mentally 
subnorma! children. Such a procedure, he believes, 
would serve the double purpose of ending existences 
for which the future can hold no happiness, and 
ridding the world of human liabilities that can be 
nothing but a drag on society. 
Supt. McLeod is not pioneering in this field. Simi- 
lar theories have been advanced before. But the 
bearts of men are so constituted that Supt. McLeod 
and mien of his caliber find their brutal tendencies 
revolting to others. 
The suggestion to “take the parents who produce 
that type of children and make it tmpossible for them 
to add to the country’s population of misfits,” made 
by Mr. McLeod, is impossible of application. Indi- 
vidual fitness for parenthood cannot be determined 
by this method. Many parents of children of a low 
order of mentality have produced healthy, normal 
ehifdren, capable of assuming their full share of the 
responsibilities of life.

‘Indictments Today as 
Antique as in 1804 


Criminal 


U. S. Grand Jury in 


Record Shows First Murder Charge Filed by 


Shorter Than 1924 Form. 


Louisiana Territory 


Support for the attack of law- 
yers and others on the antique 
verbiage still used in criminal in- 
dictments in Missouri may be 
found in the language of what is 
paid to be the first indictment re- 


* 
turned in the Louisiana Territory 
after its cession to the United 
States. 

‘The record is given in an artlcle 
on Daniel Boone by Will S. Bryan, 
filed in the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety archives. The author stated 
that this charge was preferred by 
the first American grand jury to 
meet north of the Missouri River, 
acting on the first murder within 
the palatinate“ of which Dauiel, 
Boone, living at Femme Os3gé, 
was commandant and magistrate. 
Bryan wrote, introducing the text 
of the indictment: 

“The preliminary hearing (in 
this case) was held before Com- 
mandant Boone, who remanded the 
accused to the “calabazo" at St. 
Charles to await the action of the 
grand jury. When that body as- 
sembled it developed that 11 of the 
12 members could not write their 
names. Accordingly, the ons 
whose scholastic attainments had 
progressed to that point was chosen 
foreman, and the others signed 
their conclusions with a cross 
mark. In framing their indictment, 
they endeavored to make up for 
their lack of erudition by solem- 
nity of sound and particularity of 
statement, and the instrument 
which they laboriously brought 
forth is one of the curiosities of 
literature. 

“By Instigation of the Devil.”

ILLINOIS WARNS DEALERS OF 


Fire Marshal Finds Kerosene and 
Gasoline Put Together in 
Violation of Law. 

By the Associated Preas. 

| SPRINGFIELD, Il, July 19.— 
A campaign against illicit oil sell- 
ing has been started by State Fire 
Marshal John G. Gamber. Oil 
mixing. where high explosive gas- 
oline ts mixed with a large quan- 
|tity of lesser explosive oil, either 
| intentionally or unintentionally, is 
,a violation of State statutes, Gam- 
der says. 

| Deputies of the State Fire Mar- 
shal's office have found numerous 
stores of dangerous kerosene where 
mixture had been made with gas- 
oline to increase the quality. En- 
der the State law. oil which will 
\ignite at a temperature of less 
than 150 degrees Fahrenheit is 
condemned for illuminating pur- 
poses. Under rules of the State 
Fire Marshal, oil may not be used 
in oil-burning furnaces which 
| flashes at less than 125 degrees. 

| “When tanks or compartments 
ot tank wagons are used one day 
kor gasoline and the next day for 
| kerosene,” said Gamber, “it is very 
easy for mistakes to happen. How- 
ever. we intend to prosecute every 
dealer who is found guilty ot this 
| dangerous practice. 

| “If careless handling of oil re- 
‘sults in gasoline being mixed with 
| kerosene, it is probable that kero- 
sene gets into gasoline also, mak- 
ing a low-grade gasoline which 
causes motor trouble in autemo- 
| biles.”

MOTORNG EASTHARD 
DOUBLE THAT I 1923 


Raw, Wet Weather Has Greatly 
Affected Direction of Tour- ) 
ing From St. Louis. 


Motor touring in and out of St. 
Louls is much heavier than last 
year. But apparently it was great- 
ly affected by the prolonged wet 
weather, at least as to direction. 

In 1923 probably one of every 
three motorists leaving this city 
wanted to go North, half as many 
more wished to go West and the 
rest, or about a sixth of the entire 
number, went East. 

This year fully half of the mo- 
torists appear to be bound for the 
East. Only 15 to 20 per cent of 
them are going to Wisconsin and 
Michigan, and there is some fall- 
ing off in the number of those 
bound for Colorado and California. 
Proportionately, in view of the 
general increase as compared with 
last year, there is a great decrease 
in motor travel westward. * 


A large proportion of motorists 
going East appear most interested 
in taking the circle tour from St. 
Louis to Washington; New York, 
Albany, Buffalo and Niagara Falls. 
Cleveland and back to St. Louis. 
This is illustrative of the tendency 
of the average motorist to stick to 
the beaten paths.

“Nearly all lenses on sale are ap- 
proved. The 21i-candle power ni- 
trogen lamp is standard. Your re- 
flectors should be clean and 
bright. Assuming these three 
things, we have the requisites for 
ideal night driving. 
How to Focus Lights. 

“First place your car on level 
ground, about 10 feet from a wall. 
When the lights are properly fo- 
cused the two spots should be el- 
lipticalz in shape, with the long axis 
parallel with the ground. In other 
words, they should look like a pair 
of bright eyeglasses. If the bright 
spot is on the outside and there is 
a shadow in the middle, or if the 
rays appear to shoot up and down 
and right and left, the bulb should 
be focused by turning the screw in 
the back of the light either right 
or left, This will give a broad, 
flat béam which should fall on the 
road about 50 feet from the car. 
There will be still enough ‘spill! 
light’ to illuminate objects 200 feet 
ahead, but the main beam will re- 
veal ruts in the road and enable 
the driver to focus his eye in this 
bright spot ahead of him when he 
meets a car with blinding lights. 

“Many types of car have adjust- 
ments which will enable you to tilt 
the lights. Cars that have not this 
adjustment as a rule have the 
headlights mounted on a standard 
which can be readily bent with a 
wrench. Be careful not to put any 
pressure on the light itself, as you 
may break the lens or warp the 
reflector. 

“It is important to check your 
lights when you install a new bulb.

These Fergusons are indigenous to the 
wind-swept soil of Texas. Jim Ferguson's 
father was a Methodist preacher-farmer and 
Confederate fighter, who preached when he 
wasn't fighting and fought when he wasn't 
preaching and farmed when there was no 
preaching or fighting to be done. Jim is a 
good deal that way, except that the gospe! 
he preaches is political. He left home at 
16 and knocked about the Western world 
quite a bit before ambition claimed him. 
Then back he came to the Bell County farm 
and while he was winning success as farmer 
and cowman he studied law and by and by 
was admitted to the bar.

Then came the blow which swept Fergu- 
son out of office and the Ferguson family 
from the gubernatorial mansion and which 
put upon the name of Ferguson the blight 
which Mrs. Ferguson is now asking the voters 
of the State to remove. 

Mrs. Ferguson, even now, does not 
fess to know the ins and outs of the politics 
of the period which brought about the dis- 
aster. The thing that looms largest in her 
recollection of those stirring times is the fuss 
that was made over Gov. Ferguson's veto of 
a great big appropriation for the State Univer- 
sity. It is natural that she should have a 
vivid recollection of that, for there was a riot- 
ous demonstration of students and former 
students and their supporters in front of the 
mansion which caused her to fear for the 
safety of her husband. 

The ‘university group had been having a 
pretty free swing and getting gobs of State 
money. As Ferguson looked at it, higher 
education for the few was all right, but 
lower education for the many was more im- 
portant and he took the side of the little red 
schoolhouse by the side of the road.

Defeated by Mayfield in “Run Of?” 


Then he ran for the United States Senate 
They couldn't keep him from doing that or 
from serving if elected, because the disbar- 
ment was effective concerning only State of- 
fices.. He was one of the two high men at the 
first primary but was defeated in the “run- 
off” by Earle Mayfield. All along Ferguson 
had continued to live here and although his 
fortune was diminished he was able to keep 
fighting. When he felt that the newspaperr 
of Texas were in a conspiracy of silence 
against him or unfajr to him he started his 
own paper, the “Ferguson Forum,” and con- „ 
tinues to publish it. 

With another election coming on, Fergu- 
son prepared again to seek vindication at 
the hands of the pedple who, he believed, 
were ready to grant it. He announced t's 
candidacy, promulgated his platform and be- 
gan his campaign. Before the timo fur fil- 
ing came # had become known that an in- 
junction was to be sought to keep hi; name 
off of the ballot.

All of these things and further fact that

On the day of the killing Louis had 
been in town and had learned that Edward 
was there, too, so stealing a Ford car, for 
the purpose he went to the place ahead of his 
brother and lay in wait for him at the garage. 
He now says thaf his nerve was cracking 
and that had Edward stayed in town 10 min- 
utes longer he would have escaped, but just 
as Louis was preparing to give up the un- 
dertaking Edward drove up and he couldn't 
back out then without fear of detection. 


He accosted the brother as the latter 
stepped from his car to open the garage and 
after compelling him to throw his purse con- 
taining $17 to one side so that getting it 
would not involve the risk of getting blood- 
stains too, discharged the weapon in the 
man's chest, the force of it hurling the body 
back six feet. The victim made no show of 
resistance, he says, but simply called out his 
name and begged him to “think of the 
folks.” This was a little after 9 o'clock at 
night. 
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How Murderer Covered His Tracks 
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The deed accomplished, his clever pro- 
gram of track covering began. First there 
was the shotgun to dispose of. He had used 
the victim's own weapon for the murder, 80 
after cleaning it carefully and sprinkling 
dust upon it to make it appear that it had 
not been fired recently, he returned it to its 
place in the house. Next to make it seem that 
chicken thieves had done the killing, he 
turned his attention to the hen house, tak- 
ing down several roosts and leaving a dead 
chicken outside the door as evidence. And it 
was convincing evidence. When he went to 
the farm with others following the discovery 
of the body he walked to the chicken house, 
„discovered“ the thief traces and called the 
attention of his companions to what he had 
found. That did much to arrest suspicion 
that was turning on him. When he had re- 
turned to town after the killing and aban- 
doned the stolen car, he climbed on a train 
of box cars and walked its full length to 
„break his trall in case bloodhounds should 
be used. Then to raise ah impregnable alle. 
he took pains to dodge in and owt of half a 
dozen places within a period of two hours and 
made himself conspicuous at a dance during 
the hours when presumably chicken thieves 
have been foraging. 

With all tangible clews thus obscured, 
Louis, the authorities now concede, might 
nave gone his way unmolested after the first 
examination had he only kot his mouth shut. 
But all criminals have a sotorious way of 
making little slips which undo all their elab- 
orate machinations, and Louis made his 
when conscience or fear or a well-known ten- 
dency to boast led him to tell four of his 
chums that it was he who had put a sudden 
and violent end to the life of his 36-year-old 
brother. At that, they kept the secret several 
months and might have continued to keep it 
had Lloyd Davis not tricked one of them into 
telling the story. This independent bit of 
sleuthing incidentally cost Davis 60 fat hens 
and might have cost him his life.

| Were the Strawberries Poisoned? | 
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For several weeks, it seems, the Coroner's 
jury, of which Davis was a member, had been 
meeting periodically in an attempt to saddle 
the murder on Balster and Davis was one 
of the most active investigators of the group. 
Louls was quick to take note of this activity 
and one evening, when he got the oppor- 
tunity, he dropped a remark in Davis’ hearing 
to the effect that “some fellows who dapbie 
in these murder investigations and know too 
much often disappear.” Shortly afterward « 
nice, luselous box of strawberries from the 
Ralster patch was delivered with Louis com- 
pliments to the Davis home. They looked 
tempting enough, but Davis, wondering why 
Louis Balster should suddenly exhibit such 
generosity, bethought himself of the remark 
Louis bad made about Rea — om 


pearing.” and threw the berries to the 
chickens. The next morning 50 were dead. 

That alone might have been sufficient 
ground for proceeding against the suspect 
openly, but Davis preferred to follow his own 
plan. Surmising that Louis’ boastfulness| 
might have caused him to “spill” his story to 
some of his pals, Davis set out to follow that 
thread. He picked on Cari Calder first aa a 
likely suspétt and that proved te Be enough. 

Pretending that Balster had already ad- 
mitted the crime to him, Davis commented 
casually on some of the case's unusua! 
aspects and that brought a sigh of relief from 
Calder. He was mighty glad to know that 
Balster had told somebody besides him. He 
was tired of carrying the secret around. 
Ralster had thrust it upon him a week after 
the murder, Calder related, and then had 
threatened to kill him if he “snitched.” But 
if the murderer had told others, too, espe- 
cially a member of the Coroner's jury, there 
seemed to be no reason why he should have 
it “on his chest” any longer and he was willi- 
ing to go to the County Attorney and make” 
affidavit to the facts. 
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| ‘Confided Total Secret to Many 
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The search for other cronies to whom Bal 


| ster had made incriminating ctatements then 


started, and when it ended three others had 
added the weight of their depositions to the 
case against him. Calder's story was that 
on March 7, six days after the murder, Louis 
had said to him in an exultant tone: Wen 
I got him, didn’t 17 I’ve been trying to get 
him by doping his wheels.” This, Calder ex. © 
plained, referred to attempts to cause the 
brother’s death by putting emery on his auto- 

mobile bearings in the expectation that they 

would break and result in a wreck. It had 
failed to work. 

Next came Glen Volske. He stated under 
oath that on Feb. 22 Louis had told#him, _ 
“I am going to bump off my brother, Ed. 
and warned him to keep his mouth shut. 
Henry Cross, another chum, quoted Balster 
as saying: “I got him. I shot him with his 
own gun,“ and Louis Christian, still another — 
member of the Utica crowd, asserted that last 
December Balster had offered to pay rary , 
man a thousand dollars to kill Edward. 

All ot these men, greatly relieved to telt 
their stories providing they should be protect 
ed from Balster, stood ready to testify” 
against him when he should be breught to 
trial, and that event was not to be far off. 
He was taken into custody at once and when 
he learned that his gang had betrayed him, 
his full confession was not long in forthcom- 
ing. 

As is often the case, it was the hard work- 
ing, respectable parents who suffered most. 
For 50 years they had lived in the county 
without a blot on their name. The elder 
Balster had even served as member of the 
county board, which is regarded in some ru 
ral communities as the highest mark of re- 
spect and confidence that can be be- 
stowed upon a resident. At first the fa- 
ther was indignant when told that Louis was 
the culprit. Only after he had heard the 
confession was he fully convinced and then 
he journeyed to the jail to comfort the pris- 
cner and offer him assistance. But there 
was no assistance that he could give. 
defense attorneys soon convinced him that a 
fight would be useless and that a lite term 
on a plea of guilty was the best that could 
be hoped for.

Other attempts to trap M. Martel or to discover 
the kind of fraud which the Prefect felt sure that 
he was practicing proved equally unavailing. There 
the matter stood when Capt. Stevens came to town. 

Capt. Stevens was a radio expert. He had been 
one of the men who sat at the bottom of a well in 
London with a half-miflligm dollars’ worth of radio 
apparatus and listened to the code conversation of 
German transmitting sets back of the lines in 
France. He had had much to do with perfecting the 
radio apparatus used in the British submarines. 
Now—the war being over—-he was out of a job. 
Bearing a letter from a mutual friend in Paris he 
came to the Prefect of Beauchamp looking for some- 
thing to do. 

The Prefect, as I have said, was far from bn 
a fool. He fell, almost literally, on the Captain's 
neck. In 15 minutes the. police of Beauchamp had 
a radio officer. The Captain’s first job was to find 
out the truth about M. Martel and that suspected 
little ivory ball. 

He began as the Prefect himself had begun, by 
looking for some magnetic device. With a small 
magnetic compass concealed in the case of his wrist 
watch he frequented the tables and made small bets 
with the other visitors. But whenever the ball was 
about to fall into its resting place on the wheel the 
Captain's eye could have been seen fixed not on the 
approaching decision of the bet but on the hands of 
his watch. 

His interest, of course, was in his compass. Had 
the device for controlling the ball been in any way 
magnetic the compass would have been affected. 
Even at some little distance from the actual mag- 
nets a slight quiver of the compass needle, if no 
more, would have disclosed some artificial disturb- 
ances of the earth’s magnetic force in that immedi- 
ate neighborhood. 

No such disturbance was discovered. The Captain 
had to conclude, as the Prefect had done before him, 
that M. Martel’s “persuader,” whatever it might be, 
was evidently not magnetic. 

But Capt. Stevens had not worked at radio so 
many years for nothing. He was not through with 
M. Martel. He knew that there was another kind 
of controllable attraction between substances, the 
kind called electrostatic attraction. 

If you take a clean rod of glass or of hard rub- 
ber and rub this rod vigorously with a dry cloth the 
rod acquires the ability to pick up small bits of loose 
paper. This is electrostatic attraction. The rub- 
bing of the rod creates a small charge of electricity 

on it. This charge of electricity attracts the little 


bits of paper. 
It was possible, the Captain thought, that M. Mar- 
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tel might have, inside the material of his wheel, 
some device for creating electric charges on certain 
specified ones of the numbered pockets. If so, such 
a charged pocket might attract the little ball, even 
though the ball itself was merely ivory and was 
just as it should be.

He built himself a very small radio re- 
ceiver, all the parts of which could be distributed 
through the pockets of his clothes.

Being looked on as ordinary de- 
serters and not necessarily criminal, they, in com- 
mon with others on the ship, had considerable free- 
dom of movement about the docks. Foregathering 
for several nights, they planned to escape and enter 
upon the life of the stick-up men. 

Biding their time one night until only one guard 
stood between them and escape from the ship, the 
trio skulked along the deck, overpowered the guard, 
kicked him into unconsciousness and lowered a 
small boat from its davits into the water. There 
were no oars in the boat; but, taking along a shovel 
with which they had struck down the guard, they 
managed, after five hours, to propel themselves to 
Chelsea, where they held up a citizen and escaped 
to Boston. After a short stay in that city they 
staged another holdup ahd fled, making their way 
by easy stages to New York, committing 15 holdups 
on the way to the metropolis.

Modern methods of sanitation, re- 
lating to the disposal of refuse of all 
sorts, have done much to decrease 
the death rate in some of our large 
cities. But probably a perfect meth- 
od of collecting garbage and hurry- 
ing it away in sanitary vehicles will 
never be found. Only by destroying 
it, on the spot, in the home, wher- 
ever it is created, will all danger and 
trouble be averted. 

Successful burning on the premises 
where it originates, is the modern 
method of garbage disposal. There 
are now on the market at least three 
practical and very satisfactory de- 
vices which make possible the quick, 
complete and sanitary destruction of 
garbage right in the kitchen where 
it is created. They have eliminated 
not only the danger lurking in the 
garbage itself but have done away 
with frequent trips to the garbage 
cap on the back porch or in the back 
yard. Where one of these devices is 
used there is not a corner in the back 
yard which is avoided by the chil-

HILE Europe lay in medieval dark- 
ness there flourished in tropical 
America a civilization that built 
great cities, raised imposing tem- 
ples, cultivated astronomy and 
rivaled the ancient Mediterranean 
world of which it had no knowledge. 

The Maya Indians of Yucatan, in Mexico, whose 
ancestors were populace and rulers of that early 
American empire, are now learning from American 
archeologists the history of their race. In conse- 
quence their race pride is reawakening. 

The amazing rejuvenation of the Maya Indians 
is curiously coincident with the excavation of the 
ruins of their ancient civilization, a work which 
has been progressing for more than a decade and 
which will continue for at least a decade longer 
under an agreement between the Mexican Govern- 
ment and the Carnegie Institution of Washington. 

The civilization of the Mayas of ancient times 
was the greatest culture in the New World and one 
that is comparable with Old World culture, when 
geographical and anthropological factors are taken 
into consideration. It is a civilization that is filled 
with romance and wrapped in perhaps unfathomable 
mystery. 

As disclosed by recent archeological investiga- 
tions, particularly those of the Carnegie Institution 
af Washington, the Maya race was gradually emerg- 
ing from barbarism during the first 10 centuries 
before Christ. Their origin is unknown and various 
suppositions, such as an Oriental or Egyptian ex- 
traction, are as yet without proof. 

The discovery of a carved stone near what is now 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, dating back to a time before 
Christ, according to the inscriptions, and the ex- 
istence of a race of Indians speaking a Maya dialect 
farther north on the Gulf of Mexico seem to point 
to an origin farther north than where their civiliza- 
tion reached its greatest height. But beyond these 
two meager isolated facts no light is anywhere to 
be found. Not#even the will-o’-the-wisp of tradition 
remains to relieve the darkness of the remote past. 

The discovery of beautiful carved jade ornaments 
at the bottom of sacrificial wells on a number of the 
buried cities that have been uncovered, at first led 
to the supposition that the Mayas had an Oriental 
origin, because jade of such a kind was known to 
come from China. Similarities between the Indians 
and Mongolians were pointed out as further proof. 

Mineralogists, however, soon found that the Maya 
jade and the Chinese jade were entirely different 
and could not have come from the same place. With 
no proof in either direction, archeologists today are 
still at odds with one another as to the origin of 
the Indians. 

The finding of the jade has increased the mystery 
and has added treasure-hunting to the possible ad- 
ventures of the curious seeker in Mexico. The source 
of the jade has not been found. Somewhere the 
secret lies buried. Now and again an ancient silver 
mine is found that was once worked by the Indians 
and sometime perhaps the rocks will yield their 
secrets of rich jades. 

The Maya civilization was different from any 
other civilization in America, No other race of 
the New World has an architecture that compares 
in a remote degree to the beautiful and elaborate 
remains that have been found in recent years in 
Mexico south of the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, in Gua- 
temala and Yucatan. 

The astronomical knowledge of the Mayas and 
their invention of a calendar that combined the best 
points of the Egyptian and Babylonian means of 
reckoning time was remarkable, and ig point of ac- 
complishment untouched by anything other Indian 
races have achieved and in which they may have 
been swerior. In such things as these, the implica- 
tions of which are awe-inspiring, the Mayas equaled 
perhaps any European civilization of their time. 

The fact of the existence of such a perfect ealen- 
dar in the wilds of an undiscovered new world forced 
many people to the opinion for a time that-the Mayas 
were related to the Egyptians.

The art of hieroglyphic 
writing, too, an art always recognized as belonging 
to a high state of early civilization, seems to have 
originated at first with the Mayas and then later 
to have been transmitted to other Indian races in 
America. 

Even when compared with the best civilization of 
all ages the Mayas rank high. The Greeks had many 
advantages not enjoyed by the Mayas.. They had the 
heritage of the civilizations of Egypt, Crete, Meso- 
potamia and Phoenicia. They began where these 
stopped. The Mayas started with the heritage of 
the savage. They had no beasts of burden and no 
iron ore. It is often said that they were inferior 
because they did not know the use of metal tools 
and implements. But if they had had iron ore it is 
probable that they would have learned to mine it 
and smelt it and make it into tools and implements. 
As it is they accomplished nearly impossible tasks 
without these necessities. 

But, as Dr. Ellsworth Huntington, explorer and 
author of books. on races and climate, sees it, the 
remarkable thing about the Mayas is not that they 
did so much, but that they did it in such a place. 

They are the only people ever known to have 
attained a high degree of civilization in the tropics 
and to have retained it for such a long period of 
time. 

Egypt. Mesopotamia and India are only sub- 
tropical. The Quichau Indians, who under the 
ruling clan, the Incas, attained a high degree of 
civilization in Peru, lived far within the tropics, but 
up high on a cool plateau. However. their archt- 
tecture, painting and sculpture were far inferior 
to that of the Mayas and they have no intellectual 
achievement of such importance to their credit as 
the Mayas have in their calendar. 

The region once occupied by the Mayas is today 
a dense tropical jungle infested with malaria-car- 
rying mosquitoes and poisonous creatures. No racial 
immunity has ever been proved for malaria, and how 
the Mayas fought the enervating disease and cli- 
mate is a puzzle to modern medical men. And how 
they beat back the tropical jungle and tilled the 
lands to produce food for the multitudes that in- 
habited their cities; and with the tools they had. is 
another mystery.

It was 
a feat as great for them as the building of the 
Panama Canal for us. 

The old Maya empire had reached its zenith by 
520 A. D. Evidence of highly organized communi- 
ties under effective leadership remains. Art and 
technical skill had reached their height. Wealth 
had accumulated and the golden age of existence 
had been reached. 

Great and mysterious as had been the rise of the 
Maya civilization, more mysterious and inexplicable 
still was its swift decline at this time, and its utter 
extinction later at the coming of the Spaniard. 
Record and archeology show that there was at this 
time extensive emigration from these cities north- 
ward into Yucatan, which in a few years left great 
cities to become the lonesome haunts of wild ani- 
mals and the underfoot of the encroaching jungle. 

Many theories and conjectures have been advanced 
to account for the fall of the empire. Dr. O. F. 
Cook of the U. S. Department of Agriculture, an 
authority on tropical agriculture, suggests that the 
method of cultivation in vogue among the Indians 


led to a quick depletion of the soil and caused fam- 
ine, and perhaps as a result, social unrest and 
revolution. 

Others think the healthful climate, which may 
have existed once, became gradually what it is in 
those regions today, and brought diseases which de- 
pleted the vitality of the people and drove them 
into new lands. Whatever the cause, it must have 
been strong to drive a whole people to desert in a 
short period of time great cities of temples and 
palaces of stone that stand even today. 

Like all great civilizations, Maya had its day. 
There are those who believe that, like Rome and 
Greece and Egypt, the decadence was but the re- 
sult of physical, moral and political decay. What- 
ever it was, the archeologists working away in the 
laboratory of the ruins, may solve the secret for the 
benefit of humanity and perhaps enable the Mayas 
to throw off the darkness that has enveloped them 
to the present day. 

Following the downfall of the great empire was 
a long period of unrest and retrogression. It is 
probable that the struggle to maintain life in the 
new and arid lands of the north was difficult and 
consumed all their efforts, and was not conducive to 
‘the development of higher culture. 

By the middle of the tenth century after Christ 
began a renaissance. Again the Mayas reached a 
height. Bare cities began to be embellished with 
sculpture and painting, and political organizations 
were formed between the new great cities of North- 
ern Yucatan. Chichen Itza, Mayapan and Uxmal 
had combined to form the League of Mayapan. Nu- 
merous new cities were established and many rich 
artistic and architectural accomplishments were the 
products of this time. 

The population of the east coast of Yucatan, which 
has been the field for the most recent of the expe- 
ditions of Dr. Sylvanus G. Morley and Dr. L. K. 
Lothrop into Yucatan, took place at this time. From 
this time dates Tuluum, the great city that the Span- 
iards beheld as they sailed along the coast, full of 
curiosity and at first also full of fear. It was proba- 
ble this was the city that seemed to them greater 
even than Seville.“ 

At the site of one of these great cities of the 
new empire, Chichen Itza, the archeologists of the 
Carnegie Institution are now at work. The inaugu- 
ration of excavations under the 10-year agreement 
with the Mexican Government was delayed by the 
recent revolution, although J. O. Kilmartin, U. 8. 
Geological Survey topographer, while isolated from 
the outside world during the revolution, made a de- 
tailed map of the ancient city and discovered many 
structures the existence of which had not been pre- 
viously suspected. 

Picks and shovels wielded by present-day Mayas 
have first been directed at a great assemblage of 
temples, halls and pyramids surrounding a large 
plaza more than five acres in area. The Group of 
the Thousand Columns” is the name given to this 


part of the ruins. 


A great mass of palaces, pyramids, temples, mar- 
ket places, ball courts, terraces, tombs and plazas, 
covers an area two miles long and a mile wide. 
Here the nobles lived, the priests conducted religious 
rites and the civic functions of Chichen Itza were 
held. The ruins of this official quarter constitute 
the visible Chichen Itza of today. At the height of 
Maya glory there stretched for miles and miles on 
all sides of the great group massive stone structures, 
the dwellings of the common people. Their houses 
were sided with saplings, covered with lime plaster 
and thatched with palm leaves. Long ago these 
humbler homes turned to dust. 

Two entrances to a ceremonial court flanked with 
round stone columns have been excavated by Dr. 
Morley’s party. Great sculptured jaguars and 
macaws and an elaborate sculptural mosaic are 
among the decorations discovered.

RINIDAD. once famous as the huntine 
ground of such bnuecaneers as Frobish- 
er, Hawkins and Drake, still teems 
with beauty and romance and wonder. 
Tourists still visit its shores to view a 
great marvel of nmature—the famous 
asphalt lake. 

You may ask what there ts about the lake whieb 
causes people to travel long distances so that they 
may behold its surface, smell fts hot air and tread 
its path; and how it differs from other lakes, of 
asphalt as well as of water. 

Here is the reason, in a nutshell: Its source ts 
inexhaustible, its features merplicable. And ft 
lies in the heart of a romantic tand that has been 
a subject of speculation among scientists but a 
‘ropical enchantment to folks of more fanciful 
minds. 

Before I describe the wonderful asphalt lake. het 
me say something about Trinidad. It’s an island. 
one of the largest and most progressive among the 
scattered pearis of the Caribbean. To the natives 
the island is not Trinidad but lere, the land of the 
humming bird. 

In vain will you look there now for humming 
birds. The millinery trade has been responsible fer 
the extermination of the beautiful little creatures 
which, at one time, swarmed in the island. In one 
rear 20,000 of the birds were exported to England 
Trinidad’s parks and savannahs recall forgotten 
visions of fairy tales. Fruits—the whole gamut of 
the tropical varieties is there. You get mangoes, 
‘ranges, bananas, sugar apples, golden apples.

An ocean-going steamer is alongside, and you see 
iron buckets sailing between the ship and the land 
like a procession of seagulls om a clear evening. 

Now you are ready for a difficult walk which 
has been the bane of many a traveler. The trip 
from the pier to the asphalt lake ts over a good 
macadam road and occupies but 10 minutes, yet it 
has proved a Waterloo to many tourists. Up the 
little incline you go, mopping and fanning furiously. 
The temperature hovers around de degrees, and 
the trade winds are scarce.

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“old empire” of earlier years, however, 
were not destroyed by the second glow 
of culture of the new empire. For many 


years before the Spanish landed the 
land had been torn with civil war and 
the people decimated by disease and 
pestilence. They put up a brave strug- 
gle at the coming of the white man in 
1517, but they were finally overcome 
by Francisco de Montejo in 1541, and 
the complete destruction of their civil- 
ization dates from this time.

Not until the treaty 
with Mexico in 1913 could travel of any 
sort be resumed in that land. Archeo- 
logical investigation, fitfully started in 
the past, had entirely stopped.

tales of adventurers who flew by bal- 
loon over the impassable tropical jun- 
gles and sighted cities of marvelous 
beauty inhabited by light-skinned, 
golden-haired people, from time to time 
appeared in bookshops. Altogether, lit- 
tle or nothing was known of this penin- 
sula that juts out into the Caribbean 
Sea from the southern end of Mexico. 

And now, in recent years, the trend 
of the recurrent revolution in Mexico 
bas changed from the purely political 
to the social and racial. It is thought 
to be partly the result of the great 
World War and partly the influence of 
modern methods of education and 
teachings of social psychology. The 
central government at Mexico City has 
a Department of Anthropology which is 
doing for the Indians not only what the 
Extension Service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture is doing for 
the farmers of this country, but a great 
deal more. 

Its program, under the leadership of 
Manuel Gamio, is racial resuscitation. 
The ancient cities are being uncovered 
and restored, and the Indian is made 
proud of his ancestry, for which in the 
past he has often been ashamed. This 
Gamio calls “The New Conquest.” 

In the Maya Indians, more than in 
any other race, burns a fierce love of 
their race and their land. They are 
not being led entirely by educators and 
social workers, but are themselves de- 
veloping leaders. They are running to 
an extreme, in the opinion of certain 
officials of this country as well as of 
Mexico, in their ultra-modern social 
erganizations known as Leagues of Re- 
sistance. 

Felipe Carillo, their beloved leader, 
now dead, himself a direct descendant 
of the line of old Maya Kings, helped to 
organize Yucatan as it now is. What 
will happen when the roots of their 


. Marvelous race, so long choked by op- 


pression, are once more permitted to 
seek the free sunshine and grow, is a 
question. If pestilence and malaria 
were the great scourges that once all 
but wiped out the whole people, and 
these are removed by the advance of 
modern science and sanitation, and if 
the adversities in spite of which the 
race once reached great heights are re- 
lieved, what may not this race attain 
to in the future? 

The Americans who have been in 
Yucatan excavating the ruins of this 
ancient civilization find much to admire 
in the Mayas of today. When 
purpose was understood, they found the 
natives anxious 
found them persistent, cheerful work- 
ers. One thing that impressed the 
Americans greatly was the fact that the 
Indians were anemic and malarial and 
succumbed easily to fatigue and fever. 
A second thing was the fact that they 
are the one race of Indians who retain 
a spark of patriotism, and who show an 
unconquerable spirit such as cannot be 
downed. ° 

This is the heritage, the reclamation 
of which is the most fascinating experi- 
ment of modern times.
